tance as being normal and 
respectable in the minds of many 
ordinary people despite the fact 
that these ideas are basically 
Communist in effect. 

A measure of the extent of the 
Communists’ success is the way in 
which the mobilization of Red 
hooligans in the Universities and 
on the streets to silence people 
purely because they disagree with 
them is hailed by the media as 
youthful idealism. The ‘liberal’

Many fellow travellers think that 
Communism represents a set of 
absolute moral values. This is not 
so. Communism is essentially about 
obtaining and concentrating power 

— different methods will be used in 
different places at different times. 

In Eastern Europe where Com¬ 
munists are in power, they seek to 
maintain their rule of brute force by 
providing it with a gloss of formal 
public consent, but allow no 
opposition even from ‘liberals’. They 
maintain social cohesion by rigorous 
law enforcement, by making it a 
patriotic duty to support the 
possession of strong armed forces, 
and by permitting no immigration 
which could lead to social division. 
Both East Germany and Hungary 
are labour deficient yet they permit 
no immigration of labour even from 
a Communist country such as 
Yugoslavia. Most Yugoslavs working 
abroad .are, in fact, in West 
Germany. 

Communists in Britain — 
because they do not possess power 

— adopt a negative course. They 
seek to smash and to wreck in the 
hope of taking over when society 
collapses into anarchy and chaos. 
Where they step beyond the 
bounds of legitimate radicalism is 
that in seeking to take over our 



society, they pursue methods which 
will destroy society itself. Their 
policy of race-mixing international¬ 
ism will destroy our national inde¬ 
pendence, identity and our racial 
character, thereby eliminating the 
British nation as a distinct and 
historically progressive community 
in the world. 

In facing Communism we must 
realise that a distinction must be 
drawn between opponents who 
differ in details of policy, such as 
the rank and file of the Labour and

Communists in 
the mass media 

COMMUNISTS are well infiltrated into the mass media. Paul 
Foot of the International Socialists, for example, was 
formerly selected as Journalist of the Year; while another IS 
member, John Palmer, is business editor of the ‘liberal’ 
Guardian. (Paul Foot is the nephew of Michael Foot, the 
Labour Secretary of State for Employment). 

One body with important 
Communist representation which 
has been active in the Press is Fleet 
Street’s Labour and Industrial 
Correspondents’ Group. In February 
1973 Michael Costello, senior 
industrial correspondent for the 
Morning Star , was elected as its 
chairman. 

Two other Communists who have 
been connected with the Group are 
both on the staff of Workers Press , 
the daily paper of the Workers 
Revolutionary Party. They are 
David Maude and Royston Bull, 
former industrial correspondent of 
The Scotsman . 


COMMUNIST BOOKS

Why they scream 


COMMUNISTS call opponents of immigration “fascists”, yet 
immigration is a policy used primarily by capitalism to keep 
down the general domestic level of wages by swelling the pool 
of available labour. 


Whatever Communists say or 
claim to believe in, their true role in 
Britain today is to act as the first 
line of defence for capitalism. 

The presence of millions of im¬ 
migrants in Britain, is used by the 
Establishment as an excuse for 
undermining our hard-won rights 
of free speech and strengthening its 
own power through the anti¬ 
democratic “Race Relations” Acts. 
If you want to know where the 
Communists stand, then look at the 
involvement in the Establishment’s 
“Community Relations” brain¬ 
washing set-up, or how Communists 
are employed and encouraged in 
T.V., Radio, the Press and education. 

When Nationalists focus upon 
the immigration question, they hit 
at one of the most vulnerable and 
revealing features of the Establish¬ 
ment’s economic and social system. 
The response of the Establishment 
is, first, to use their hired ink- 
slingers and trendies in the media to 
concoct lies and misrepresentations, 
and, secondly, to encourage Com¬ 
munists to physically intimidate 
those who openly oppose capital¬ 
ism’s immigration policy. 

Capitalism is now international 
in its scope, moving money from 
country to country (for its own 


benefit — and evervone else’s loss) 
and building up powerful financial, 
industrial and marketing empires 
through massive and far-reaching 
multi-national companies and con¬ 
glomerates. 

"FREE FLOW" 

Only one barrier exists, to pre¬ 
vent the complete “free flow” of 
capital and labour which would 
reduce the living standards of all 
working people to the lowest pos¬ 
sible world level, that barrier is the 
existence of independent nations 
with their own governments under 
democratic control. 

As long as nations exist, there 
is always the possibility that a 
movement of national liberation 
will arise which will begin the over¬ 
throw of the international capitalist 
system. It is therefore necessary 
for capitalism to try to brainwash 
working people against any defence 
of racial character or national iden¬ 
tity. That is why it uses Communists 
— in the media and in the schools 
and universities — to promote inter¬ 
nationalism and multi-racialism. 
That is why a rag-bag of Communist 
dominated Left bourgeois students 


and backward Red elements of the 
lumpen proletariat can turn up at 
the • greasing of a palm to demon¬ 
strate “against racialism”. 

Fifty years ago the ownership 
of industrial capitalist production 
andmarketingenterpriseswas largely 
confined within national state 
boundaries. During the economic 
upheaval,slump and unemployment, 
resulting from the failure of Parlia¬ 
mentary regimes to control the 
activities of finance after World 
War One, industrial capitalists 
funded fascist organisations of 
patriotic militia to take over govern¬ 
ment and preserve the capitalist 
order through authoritarian dic¬ 
tatorship. 


MONETARY COLLAPSE 

Now that finance capitalism has 
virtually completed its domination 
of industry on a worldwide scale, 
but again faces crisis through the 
threatening collapse of the world 
monetary system and through specu¬ 
lation in commodities which has 
caused raw material prices to rocket, 
it again turns to the use of open 
force in the defence of its system. 

This time, however, capitalism 
and national patriotism are on op¬ 
posite sides. So just as capitalism 
nurtured and supported fascism in 
the twenties and thirties, today it 



underwrites the “anti-racist” 
activities of the Communists. This 
is why Communists are so keen to 
scream “fascist! fascist!” and to 
wave anti-racialist placards — 
liberally splattered with swastikas 
and references to Hitler. They are 
desperately trying to stick the label 
and symbolism of fascism onto their 


opponents because objectively they 
themselves have now taken on the 
role of the pre-war fascists as mer¬ 
cenary defenders of capitalism. 

This is a fact which British 
Nationalist trades unionists must 
make known throughout the Labour 
movement, both to white collar and 
blue collar workers. 
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THE REAL F ORCE BEHIND

IN AN attempt to stir up 
British citizens of the Jewish 
faith against the National 
Front, the Communists falsely 
accuse the National Front of 
being “anti-semitic”. 

This is nothing new. During 
the last war the Communist 
Party manufactured a similarly 
bogus “anti-Fascist” campaign. 
In I Believed , Douglas Hyde, 
the former News Editor of the 
Communist Party newspaper 
then known as the Daily 
Worker , said: 

“ . . . I determined ... to find 
some issue on which I could cam¬ 
paign continuously and which would 
assist the paper to become the 
leader of a broad agitation.” 

Hyde found the issue in the form 
of a campaign against an unfounded 
resurgence of Mosley’s Fascists 
which had been prompted by seeing 
a Mosleyite wall daubing. The 
daubing later turned out to be of 
pre-war vintage: “It was no real 
proof of first steps towards a fascist 
come-back at all . . . But there is 
only one test for a Communist 
campaign. Does it serve the cause 
or does it not?” It certainly seems 
to have done: 

“New members came rolling into 
the Party, subscriptions from East 
End clothing and furniture manu¬ 
facturers sky-rocketed and my daily 
piece became the most popular in 
the paper.” 

“Quite deliberately we used the 
Jewish fear of fascism and anti- 


Semitic Communists of all are those 
of Jewish origin. Just as the 
Catholic-turned-Communist tends 
to become the most anti-Catholic, 
so the man or woman from a 
religious Jewish home who turns 
Communist will become anti-Jewish, 
identifying his religion with his 
race. In his anxiety to “emancipate” 
himself from earlier influences he 
will try to live down his Jewish 
origin and in so doing he will often 
react viciously against his old back¬ 
ground and his former associates. 
The Jewish Communist who, in 
Party circles, says the most out¬ 
rageously anti-Semitic things can 
do so without reproof. For coming 
from him it is seen merely as a 
proof of his successful “eman¬ 
cipation”. ” 

The difference between the two 
campaigns is that the first was 
justifiably “anti-Fascist” but the 
Fascists did not exist, while the 
one being mounted now is directed 
against an organisation that does 
exist but which is not Fascist. 


WHAT MARX SAID 

For so-called “Marxists” to 
accuse other people of being anti- 
Jewish seems even more ridiculous 
and ironic when one looks at what 
Karl Marx had to say himself. 

Marx was a renegade Jew whose 
earlier writings were virulently anti- 
Jewish. Marx equated the Jewish 
spirit with the spirit of capitalism. 

In The Cuvacitv of Today's Jews 


emancipation of Jewry is the eman¬ 
cipation of society from Jewry.” 

Not only was Marx anti-Jewish 
but also a German expansionist. 
In 1852, Marx, then living in Lon¬ 
don, was offered £1 an article by 
the New York Tribune to write 
about the European revolutions 
that broke out in 1848. His articles 
were rabidly pan-German and anti- 
Slav. In article after article he 
spoke about the Slavs in words 
which were hardly to be heard 
again until Hitler resurrected them 
in the 1930s. 

He wrote of the Slav national 
uprisings that: “The history of a 
thousand years ought to have shown 
them that such a retrogression was 
impossible; that if all the territory 
east of the Elbe and the Saale had 
at one time been occupied by 
kindred Slavonians, this fact merely

workers’ organisations are in the 
face of war that is really impending, 
even if these organisations call them¬ 
selves revolutionary.” 

In his book The Rise and Fall 
of Stalin (Pan Books 1965) from 
which this account of Radek’s trial 
is taken, Robert Payne concludes: 

“ ‘The secret of war’, which 
Radek mentioned in his concluding 
speech, was the very simple and 
terrible truth that wars are the 
result not of great historical forces, 
but of mysterious and little-known 
conspiratorial acts. The people are 
helpless in the face of these acts, 
for they know nothing about them. 

, “ . . . Radek was saying as clearly 
as a man could that there were 
secrets which could not be divulged 
about this trial, and that there were 
conspiracies taking place in the 
Soviet Union which could never 
enter the history books. He was 
himself a part of this conspiracy, 
and he would have to die without 


ever revealing what he knew.” 

According to The Rothschilds 
(Penguin 1964) by Frederic Morton, 
the wife of the founder of this most 
famous and powerful banking 
dynasty was once assailed by a 
neighbour who was worried about 
her sons who had just come of 
military age: 

“She asked Frau Rothschild if 
there had been any news from the 
great personages? Would there be 
peace of war? 

‘War?’ Gutele said simply. ‘Non¬ 
sense. My boys won’t let them.’ ” 

The statement became quite 
famous and is quoted in Red Sym¬ 
phony , which is said to be a trans- 
scription of Stalin’s trial of 
Rakovsky. Rakovsky states: 

“Even more: remember the 
phrase of the mother of the five 
Rothschild brothers: “If my sons 
want it, then there will be no war.” 
This means that they were the 
arbiters, the masters of peace and 


war, but not emperors.” 

After Lenin’s death another 
‘Insider’, Leon Trotsky (alias Lev 
Davidovitch Bronstein), was sup¬ 
posed to take over. Things did not 
quite work out as planned, however, 
and Stalin took the reigns of power. 
Stalin had, like Napoleon, worked 
his way up in the ‘Revolutionary’ 
bureaucracy but he was not — so 
it seems - one of the ‘Insiders’ and 
was in danger of getting out of 
hand.

The Communist menace threatens to enslave the 
whole world.
